The millions of consumers' money 
held as deposits by the

will not bo returned direct by 
the 
utilities, according to today's 
order, 
but will be applied to current bills, 
until the deposits are absorbed. 


The commission reserves the 
right 
to decide when deposits shalj be col­ 
lected 
from 
consumers in excess of 
$2.50'. 


The right to discontinue service f 
non-payment 
of bills... is denied; th!] 
companies and the commission is ma* 
the sole judge of such "disputes.*'•>

"To, 
compel a' consumer to- pay a!n 
excessive bill," said the commission, 
" i s manifestly unfair and unjust; no 
utility has tho right to be the judge 
in its own case, as at present." 


Telephone companies are granted the 
right to stop,CTodit on telegraph and 
long distanco service where bills are 
not paid. 


Payment for servico extensions by 
consumers is considered a loan to the 
company, but does not bear intorest.

The general manager believes that the workman and the salaried man will 
be in a position to pay good prices for citrus fruits this winter, and that there 
will be a brisk demand. The Exchange is beginning a big and systematic cam­ 
paign to Increase the consumption of lemons. The edible qualities of the lemon 
are being emphasized in advertising that is being prepared on a large scale. 
Along with display advertising in large newspapers and magazines there" will 
be printed a column of recipes* which are general In their nature, but scattered 
through them are recipes calling fox the use of the lemon and the orange. Much 
attention is being paid to the retailer concerning his method of displaying fruits 
and vegetables. Not all the 300,000 retailers in the United States can be seen 
and talked to, he says, but the leading retailer in each city and community has 
been seen, and the effect of his displays will spread to others In each city, is 
the belief.

SOUND AN ALARM—YOUR TRUMPETS SOUND! 


President Wilson quotes the Bible to substantiate his stand on the question 
of the need of preparedness,. and W. J. Bryan comes back at him by saying 
that the president is quoting old testament, and that he should pursue well the 
utterances of tho Prince of Peace In the new testament. Roosevelt has also 
found Bible substantiation for putting on armor. As usual, the Bible is being 
UBed to substantiate any and all claims. Bryan to the contrary, thero are many 
who' can make Christ's utterances point toward a life of militancy, and that 
even the adjuration to love one another carries with it the responsibility of 
saving each other from enemies. And the quotation which the president dug 
out of the old testament seems to be very pat. Here it is:

" 'But if the watchman see the sword como, and blow not the trumpet, and 
tho people be not warned; if tho sword come and take any person from among 
thorn, he is taken away in his Iniquity; but his blood will I require at the 
watchman's hand.' " 


Follow This 8y>tem and You May Get 
More Accurate Time. 


You cannot secure *the best services 
from a good watch or clock unless you 
know how to wind tbem so as to cause 
the least wear and ^regularity in their 
delicate machinery. 


A wntch should be wound at -the 
same time every day. If allowed to 
run down or even almost do so and 
then wound up until It will not wind 
any further it cannot do as perfect 
work as a wntch that is not allowed 
to run tojts full capacity or wound 
up until it is as tight as it can be 
made. 


If a watch is wound both morning 
and evening at about the Bnme hour 
and the key Is given only enough turns 
to wind It a little less than half "What 
it could be wound the watch will run 
more evenly, wear much longer and 
keep more accurate time than if it is 
wound up tight once a day. 


A watch spring will last longer if it 
is wound when there Is the least ex­ 
treme of temperature, and morning 
and evening are, of course, the best in 
that respect. 


It is more or less dangerous to wind 
a watch during a heavy electric storm, 
and It Is best to avoid winding while 
on an electric car. 


An eight day clock should be wound 
twice a week at as regular periods as 
possible to secure the best results. 
Never allow the clock to run down, 
and If possible do not wind It until it 
Is tight 


Learn by experience Just how many 
turns of the key It takes to wind the 
clock to run eight days and then when 
half of the week is gone wind the 
clock by giving the key Just half as 
many turns as it would require to wind 
it all the way. More accurate time 
will be bad and it will avoid placing 
nny of the parts In a strain, which is 
frequently the cause of good clocks 
giving out In some particular before 
they have served half as long as they 
should. 


A little attention to this advice will 
lengthen the life of any watch or clock 
nnd make It a better timepiece.—New 
York American. 


THE MOVIES IN THE SCHOOLS. 
The county suporvlBors have made provision for visual education in schools 
of the county, and have authorized the employment of an export to have general 
supervision over this work. His title will bo county superintendent of visual 
oducatlon. Applicants for the place will be put through a rigid examination 
in tho near future. 


"Most of the applicants," said Superintendent Kenpol, "seem to have the 
idea firmly fixed that after having seen one or two movie shows, they are well 
qualified for tho new position. Thore Is, however, nothing further from the 
truth. 


'' This position domands a trained man, and one who is an expert in this line 
of work. He should have a teacher's dogree, and should have had much experi­ 
ence. If we are able to get the right man, it will mean much to the sproad of 
visnal oducatlon. Now that we have appropriations set apart for the work, I 
sincerely hopo wo will be able to got someone well qualified to help us spend it." 


At present, modols of portable cinematographs are being tried out, and are 
proving to bo of exceptional morit for classroom work. 


These machines cost but from $75 to $125, and do exceedingly satisfactory 
work. They may bo attached to any ordinary lamp Bocket, and project a picture 
from five to fifteen feet in dimensions, depending upon the distance of the 
machlno from tho screen. In size and appearance, they much resemble a common 
suitcase, and weighing but little, they can be easily carried from place to place. 


"Soon these machines will become of Immense Importance," said Professor 
Carson, president of tho State Visual Education Association. 
"They may be 
stopped at any instant, when a dosirablo picture is being thrown on tho screen, 
and used as a stereopticon. Por general classroom work, I believe they are 
unexcolled.''

This angered Cooke, who said to him: 
"Why send mo such driblets, you iwho 
are to get thousands and thousands at 
my death? 
Send me a firkin." The 
flrkln and several more were sent, but 
neither this legacy nor nny of the oth­ 
ers came to reality. 


Like many men shrewd in petty 
ways, he was easily deceived In mat­ 
ters out of lils own line. Thus once 
when his horse was sick he was too 
mean to pay ^a horse doctor and asked 
advice of n quack, who told him he 
must lake thirty onions, drill a hole 
through each, put them on a string, put 
the necklace around tho horse's neck 
and let It stay there. The expense of 
thirty onions was too much; be bought 
fifteen, and when, after many days, 
they had served their purpose, he took 
them to the servant and ordered her to 
mako an onion porridge for the day's 
dinner.—Exchange. 


Homemade Toothpowder.

cultural questions, marketing questions, land-selecting questions. But the En­ 
glish walnut in some favored localities in California has every indication of 
being in the future one of the steadiest Bources of income that can be taken 
from the soil. No year brings forth the large profits that are sometimes made 
in oranges or lemons, but year by year the walnut will come very close to being 
at the top of the list in the matter of income producing. 


The walnut growers are going to be constantly fft<-«t by problems. No game 
is worth the candle that does not present its peculiar hardships. But we have 
progressed far enough in this valley to know that the walnut is to be a staple, 
profitable crop, and we can go so far as to say that it can be sensibly preferred 
to other crops grown in the San Gabriel valley.

ed around on wheels, s e t d o w n on a 
platform also carried on wheels, and 
producing vertical fire with n high ex­ 
plosive shell weighing 250 pounds with 
or without a delay action fuse.
